In the meantime there are data to be col¬ 
lected and money to be raised to pay the ex¬ 
perts who must be hired to prepare the city’s 
ease.

CROWDED SCHOOLS 

Need for New Buildings in Both High and 
Grammar School Plants Recog¬ 
nized by Trustees 

__ i 

I 

New school buildings are needed. The j 
grammar school on Grand avenue is fright- . 
fully overcrowded, although both the seventh j 
and eighth grades are housed at the high 
school. There, in addition to those two 
grades, classrooms for the general course, 
manual training, domestic science and gym¬ 
nastics are all housed under one roof, and 
that roof is not a very large one. 

The trustees have been working on build* 
iug plans for some time. A bond election is 
proposed. Opposition to bonding -for new 
school buildings should not be very great at 
this time. j 

Anyone who feels inclined to oppose the 
building of new schools would do well to 
visit either the grammar or high school and 
ask to be shown through the plants during 
school hours. 

CALIFORNIA’S VOTE 

This State’s Percentage of Ballots Cast and 

the Gains in Electoral Activity Compare 
Favorably With the National Record 

California citizens who were disappointed 
in the state’s failure (in common with all 
other states) to secure anything approaching 
a 100 per cent vote of all registered electors 
at the presidential election will find comfort, 
perhaps, in the comparisons which a study 
of the statistics of the registration and the 
vote in 1020 and in 1924 makes possible. The 
statistics for this year are not wholly com¬ 
plete, being based on returns as of November 
17, but are considered to be fairly indicative. 

Four years ago California, with a registra¬ 
tion of 1,928,247, scored a vote of 943,463, or 
48.0 per cent. The national figures then 
were: 54,165,907 registrants and 26,646,273 
voters, or 40.1 per cent. This year the record 
was as follows: 

California: 2,161,020 registrants; 1.271.241 
voters, or 58.7 per cent. The nation: 56,041.- 
584 registrants! 30,003,232 voters, or 52.8 
per cent. 

California’s percentage of the registered 
vote cast was not only almost 6 per cent 
higher than the national percentage in this- 
election, but the state's gain of JO per cent 
this year over its percentage of votes cast 
four years ago is above the national average 
gain for the same period. 

It is interesting to note also that only 12 
states exceeded California in percentage of 
votes cast, and that only five states exceeded 
California’s record in point of number of 
votes cast in the 1924 election-. 

The national gain in registration and in 
votes cast this year is considered a triumph 
to the widespread “get-out-the-vote” campaign 
which was conducted on a non-partisan basis. 
-o- 

According to political dopesters, there is 
no certainty that the governor’s committee of 
nine will recommend the state’s building of 
the Bayshore highway or any other part of 
the program of road construction which the 
highway commission is advocating with the 
solid backing of the die veil bay counties. All 
of which bears out the recent statements of 
Harvey M. Toy, chairman of the California 
State Highway Commission, that the achieve¬ 
ment of this road-building program means 
first of all a hard fight, and possibly a double 
fight—once before the committee of nine, and 
later before the otjjte legislature. 


j DRESSING THE INDUSTRIAL ZONE 

New Factory Sign Helps to Identify Manu¬ 
facturing District and Boosts the City 

So far as the passing motorist or train tour- 
j ist knows, South San Francisco's industrial 
zone is merely a conglomeration of large and 
small,.sheds, cast off machinery and odds and 
j ends that collect in every backyard. At least, 
i the part of the zone along the railway right 
[ of way, visible also from the San Bruno road, 
I gives that impression. 

Rather, it did until this week, when one of 
| the concerns in that area repainted the skele¬ 
ton sign on the top of its factory with glow¬ 
ing red paint, and installed flood light.' below 
it. The effect produced is one of molten steel 
and the sign is beautifully silhouetted against 
j the sky. 

The advantages of such a sign are two¬ 
fold. It serves to identify the plant to the 
passer-by and to advertise the business. Like¬ 
wise it benefits South San Francisco, for the 
reader of the sign immediately places the 
concern in South San Francisco in his mem¬ 
ory. 

More of such signs will serve to dress lip 
I the industrial zone, advertise the factories 
there and, incidentally, boost South San 
Francisco. 


SAVING ON WEAR AND TEAR 

Swift Avenue Crossing Is Badly in Need of 
Repair; Crossing at Present 
Means Two Things 

Pavement on Swift avenue across the 
Southern Pacific railway tracks is in such 
condition that it i> worth sixty days of an 
automobile's life to drive it across the rails, 
to say nothing of the physical anguish caused 
the chauffeur. 

Since Swift avenue on both sides of the 
right of way is constantly under repair by 
the city, it is to he inferred that maintenance 
of pavement between the tracks is the job of 
the railway. 

Perhaps officials of that organization are 
not aware of the condition of the street at 
that point. They should be invited to ride 
over the crossing.
